ment sends them rifles, ammuni- 
tion and blankets. But there is a | 
smothered desire for vengeance 
against the Indians for their con- 
tinual atrocities. The people of 


the Government in regar 


Colorado’ say that if Government 
will give them permission, they will 


defend themselves and take care of 
the Indians. Any one who con- 
verses with the hardy mountaineers 
of Colorado will be convinced that 


if they do not receive protection 
from the Government, there will 
ere long be a crusade commenced 
against the red-faces that will not 
end short of extermination. This 
feeling shows itself on all occa- 
sions, in the public prints, at the 
elections, and in the churches.— 
When General Connor—whom the 
Western people say is the only 
General in the service who knows 
how to fight Indians—was remov- 
ed after his successful fight in Au- 
gust, and assigned to Salt Lake, 
the feeling of indignation express- 
ed was universal At every set- 
tlement he passed on his way from 
Fort Laramie to Salt Lake he had 
an ovatien. 

One is surprised in going across 
the plains to see the number of 
graves by the roadside. Hundreds 
are killed of whom no report is 
made. A hole is dug by the side 
of the road, wherein they are 
thrown and covered up. They 
are poor teamsters or emigrants, 
far from their friends, and are soon 
forgotten, but as citizens of this 
country they are entitled to as am- 
ple protection as though they were 
worth their thousands and had 
troops of friends. General Connor 
got a dispatch, tw» weeks ago, 
from a member of his Staff whe 
went East from Denver, that the 
stage in which he was traveling 
was at Cottonwood Station, sur- 
rounded by 700 Indians, and the 
Getieral expressed his belief. in em- 
vetsation with the writer, that the 
mail line would be broken up this 
Winter.
